Some Exotic Vegetables, that have beep in Repute, are un- 
neceſſary; as Sarſaparilla, which has gained Credit by being 
preſcribed with cheap Drugs, of the greateſt Virtues, as 
 Guiatum Sa ſſafras, China, and the Sceds of many af the moſt 
uſeful Plants: If it has been by itſelf beneficial in the Weſt- 
Indies, it has Joſt its Qualities in its Paſſage into colder Cli-

Such Parts of Animals, as, after their Death, are void of 
Spirits or Oils, and are a dry and unactive Earth, are — 
— in the Catalogues of Simples; as Mummy, which was in hig 
e; whereas the Spices, the odorous Balſams and Gums, 
the Ferids, which Nature preſents, as, Aſja-ferida, Myrrb, 
Galbanun, Camphire, c. are ready, cheap, and uſeful. The 
dry'd Hearts of Animals, Livers, Spleens powder'd, Skins of 


the Stomac hs or Guts of Cocks; Worms, the dry'd Lungs of 


Foxes; the dry'd Bloods of Quadripeds, have been uſed in 
vain: Even the Powder or Trochs of Vipers, (or the Cake of 
that Powder made with Salt and Meal) or Powder of dead 
Men's Sculls, are much of the ſame Uſe: So the Horns, 
Hoofs, or Bones of many Creatures, Swallow's-Neſts and Caſt» 
Skins of Serpents , may go with them; and Amulets to 
People who have the Hypo, Eagle Stones and thoſe for the 
Cramp, Convulſions, and Colic, with a thouſand other Noſtrums

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Life is the Preſervation of the Tone, Texture, Motion, and 
Powers of the Solids and Fluids of the Body; which, if ſound, 
makes a ſound Mind, and both together are Phyſic, Religion, 
and Happineſs; and render Phy nun Apotbecaries, Biſhops 


and Parſons needleſs. Nature can often ſeparate and throw 
off the offending Matter, and recover it ſelf; poor Men and 
Others have recovered of Dyſenteries, Fevers, and even 
Plagues, without taking any Remedies: Prudence in Eating 
and Drinking, moderate Labour and Exerciſe, a chearful Spi- 
rit, a good Conſcience, a contented Mind, Prudence, Juſtice, 
Courage, Temper, and good Nature, moderateand timely Reſt 
and Sleep, Experience of what is hurtful or uſeful, Command 
of Paſſions, avoiding Extremes and ſudden Changes and Acci- 
dents, Hardineſs of Living and of the Body, Free-thinking, 
Reaſon and Contempt of Pleaſures, and no Fear or Anxiery 
are Preventives of Diſeaſes : Warm Gruel, Broths with a little 
Nitre, one Diſh at the Great- meal, with warm Water, Wine 
or warm Beer, little Supper, White-wine Whey, are the like, 
When the Spirits are weak, Aromaticks raiſe and enliven 
them; when turbulent, and moving impetuouſly into the Muſ- 
cles or Parts, without the Direction of the Mind, they are 
reſtrained and quieted by Opiates and Fætids: When they 
are irritated by a Humour or a Flatus, Revulfions are made 
by Bliſters, Plaiſters or Unguents; or the Vapours are ſub- 
du'd and expelled by Diaphoreticks and Carminatives , and 
opening the Paſſages of the Natural Secretions: In the Ebulli- 
tions of Fevers, even to Frenzy, the ſupple ſoft Emulſians, or 
the temperate and refreſhing watry Decoctions, or the cooling 
Acids, or cooling and fixing Salts, and all that tends to „e 
rate and ſecrete the Matter of the Diſeaſe,” and ſupport Na- 
rure's Operation in preſerving Life, are ufetul. Vomits, Acids, 
bitter Herbs, fixt Salts, Abſtinence and Air reſtore the Sto- 
mach, Alcali Powders and Karths, Animal Parts calcined, 
OilyBitters and Aromaticks, ſoft and ſweet Gumms, Turpen- 
tine Balſams, all that is gently temperate and mucilaginous,or 
what has a natural Jelly or kind of ſoft Varniſh ; all theſe con- 
tribute to remove a corroding Pain in the Stomach; too craving 
an Appetite, a precipitate Digeſtion, ſharp Humours, or Pain 
from Grit in the Paſſages of the Urine, &c. The Volatile 
Scorbutical Hot Plants break and move the Blood, when too 
groſs and ſluggiſh : Bitters, Balſamic and Reſtringent. preſerve 
apd ſtrengthen the right Mixture and Union of the Blood, and 
help to ſeparate it properly, Bitters, as Hops, Gentian, * 5

Se. which preſerve the Spirits of Beer and Wine, and by 
ſubduing their Acid hinder their ſouring, do the like by the 
Blood. The Life, or natural Mixture of all Liquid Compoſi- 


tions confiſts in the equal Powers of their Parts, ballancing 


each other, and defending the Whole; fo that ſuch Medi- 

cines ate beſt, as are able to hold together the different Parts of 
which the Blood is an Aggregate or Compound, in their due 
Proportions of Quality and Quantity; or to reſtore them 

when changed, which Change ir the Diſeaſe. Bvacuatory Re- 

medies help the Srcretions, when there are any Dregs,or Curd- 

ling of the Blood: Vomits and Purges expell the Plicumarie, 

— Fibrous Part, with the Choler from the Liver, &c. Din- 

reticks diſcharge the overflowing watry and ſerous Humour, 
mixt with Salts and Earth, that float in the Body and the 
Blood: Diaphoreticks or Stecarers diſmiſs the watry Parts by 
the Pores ; and allo the acid and volatile Salts, and the Lum 
of ſætid Sulphur, or oily Parts, that coagulate in the Blood.
